rius tyme , who taught in 
Fraurtice,in the daies whé Wil- 
liam the Norman was by con- 
quefte kyng of England, and 
Hildebrande otherwyfe called 
Gregorius the feuenth , was 
pope of Rome: But that thou 
mayeft knowe (good chriftian 
reader how this isaduouched

more boldly then truely, ines 
fpeciall of fome certayne men 
which be more ready:to-maine 
taine their oldiudgement, thé 
of humilitieto {ubmitte then) 
felues vnto a truth : here is 
fet forth vnto thee a teftimo- 
nye of verye auncient. tyme, 
wherim is plainly fhewedwhat 
was the judgement of the lear- 
ned men in thys matter,in the 
dayes of the Saxons before the 
conqueit.. Fyrit thou haft here 
aSermon or homelye, forthe 
holy day of Eafter , written in
